INTEREST IN CLOSE BILATERAL TIES AND EXTENSION MEANINGFUL ASSISTANCE 
TO SUDAN. AMBASSADOR POINTED TO RECENTLY SIGNED PL 480 AGREEMENT 
AS INDICATION FOREGOING AND SAID A PROGRAM LOAN WAS ALSO IN WORKS. 
AMBASSADOR THEN NOTED THAT HE HAD FOUND ON PART WASHINGTON OFFICIALS 
CONTINUING ATTENTION TO STATUS AND PROGRESS JUDICIAL PROCESS 

HERE IN CASE OF BSO TERRORISTS. AMERICAN PEOPLE ALSO CONTINUED BE 
CONCERNED AT OUTCOME. ONE SENIOR OFFICIAL WHO FILLS MANY SPEAKING
